Peninsula Given Up by 
Great Russians as Ges.

Ukrainians. 


MOSCOW, Feb: 27 (AP)—With 
front-page fanfare, the Supreme 
Soviet announced today the ter. 
ritorial transfer of the Crimea 
to the Ukraine. The Crimea had 
been part of the Russian S.S.R., 
— of the 16 Soviet repub- 

cs. 


The decree said the transfer 
was made because of territoria] 
proximity and close economic 
and cultural ties between the 
Crimean region and the Ukrani- 
an republic. 


It was hailed as a gesture of 
friendship between the Ukranian 
and Great Russian peoples dur- 
ing the year’s celebration of the 
300th anniversary of the acces- 
Sion of the Ukraine to Russia. 

The transfer also was called 
“a further strepgthening of the 
unity and indestructible friend- 
ship of the Russian and Ukrani- 
an peoples.” 

Before World War IT, the Cri- 
mea was an autonomous republic 
in the, U.S.S.R., populated main- 
ly by Crimean Tartars. Some 
were accused of collaborating 
with the Germans during the 
wartime occupation of the Black 
sea shores. 


(When the Russians reoccu- 
pied the Crimea and its big 
naval base of Sevastopo] the al- 
leged collaborators were exiled 
in wholesale lots to remote re- 
gions of Siberia and central 
Asia.) 


Now there are many Ukranians 
settled in the Crimea, working 
its extensive agriculture, in- 
cluding tobacco and fruits. 

Yalta, the site of the 1945 
conference of Stalin, Roosevelt 
and Churchill is in the Crimea. 
The region also is famous as the 
scene of the nineteenth century 
Crimean war and its “Charge 
of the Light Brigade” and its 
pioneer in army nursing, Flor- 
ence Nightingale. 


PROTEST IN JAPAN 
AGAINST YOSHIDA 
PLAN TO VISIT U.S. 


TOKYO, Feb. 27 (AP) — A 
Washington announcement that 
Prime Minister Yoshida has ac- 
cepted an. invitation to visit 
President Eisenhower brought 
angry charges today of “Ameri- 
can intervention” in Yoshida’'s 
political struggle. 

Both the Japanese Foreign 
Office and Deputy Prime Min- 
ister Taketora Ogata told Japa- 
nese reporters that Yoshida said 
only .“he would like to go if 
possible.” .

“Your right to own electric 
facilities should be protected,” 
he told delegates to the Missouri 
State Rural Electrification Asso- 
ciation convention. “REA would 
deplore a situation where your 
systems would go under the 
hammer to the Government or 
the private utilities. 

“REA in Farmers’ Corner.” 

“I can assure you that in such 
a fight, if it ever comes, REA 
will be in your corner when the 
bell rings. It will be the first 
on the firing line.” 

Co-operative representatives, 
who have expressed concern 
about the future of their power 
generation and transmission sys- 
tems because of the recently an- 
nounced curtailment of the In- 
terior Department’s Southwest- 
ern Power Administration, failed 
to receive a similar assurance 
from Assistant Interior Secre- 
tary Fred G. Aandgahl. 

Aandahl side-stepped making 
a commitment at a question-and- 
answer session. 

Instead, he told the group he 
was opposed in principle to the 
financial arrangement worked 
out under previous Administra- 
tions between five Missouri “‘su- 
per-co-operatives” and the 
Southwestern Power Adminis- 
tration. 

Payment Fund Expiring. 

The co-operatives borrowed 
REA funds to build power plants 
and lines. SPA agreed in con- 
tracts to buy the co-operatives’ 
power, permitting them to re- 
pay the REA loans. A House 
committee restriction which 
halted SPA payments last year 
has been lifted by court order, 
but the problem has not been 


solved because the SPA payment | 


fund expires June 30. 

Both Aandahl and Nelsen, who 
conferred privately with repre- 
sentatives of the co-operatives 
last night, said they hoped some 
other arrangement could be 
made in which the Government 
would not be a party. | 

Co-operative leaders, saying 
they did not feel the situation 
was immediately dangerous be- 
cause REA loan payments do not 
have to begin for five years, ex- 
pressed fear that the dismantling 
of SPA will weaken their bar- 
gaining ‘~osition with private 
utilities in the region. 

Says SPA Is Abolished. 

Clyde T. Ellis, executive man- 
ager of the National Rural Elec- 
tric Co-operative Association, 
asked the convention: 

“Why was it necessary to 
abolish SPA? Some would say 
it is not abolished. It say it is. 
It’s being reduced from an ad- 
ministrative agency with sume 
autonomy in the field to a mar- 
keting division in Washington.” 

He said that because the au- 
thority to make decisions on 
power contracts now is central- 
ized in Washington, trips there 
for negotiating purposes “pretty 
soon will cost our peole a mil- 
lion dollars. How long can we 
stand it? How long before they 
wear us down?” 

Ellis charged that the expan- 
sion program of the “super-co- 
operatives” will be “dead” be- 
cause of a low level of REA 
loan funds in the Eisenhower 
budget for 1955. 

Defends REA Administration. 

Nelsen, however, maintained 
that REA made more loans in 
his first year as administrator 
than in the preceding year under 
the Democrats.

Tt seems strange that the Admin- 
istration of President Eisenhower, a 
military “man of action,” should have 
turned out to be one of the most 
studious we've ever had. 

_ During its first year and one whole 
session of Congress the nation’s Cap- 
itol has resembled more than any- 
thing else a convention of the Na- 
tional Education Association, with 
evéry available committee chamber 
a-hum with academic study groups, 
political workshops, and seminars in 
public relations. 

The fruits of all this erudition 
have, not surprisingly, emerged in 
paper form as weighty treatises, ex- 

austive card indices, and ponderous 
theses on such subjects as “The Eco- 
nomic and Moral Principles Behind 
the -Farm Problem.” 


Meanwhile, that drouth-starved old 
Missouri cow of Dan Fitzpatrick’s 
grows leaner every day and seems to 
find little comfort in these monu- 
mental studies of the “principles be- 
hind” her undernourished condition.

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A Victory to Give Pause 

Deserted by more than two thirds of his own 
party and by his party’s majority leader, Presi- 
dent: Eisenhower won a major victory in the 
Bricker amendment fight by the margin of a 
single Democratic vote. | 3 

It was the kind of victory to give him pause— 
the kind of victory to cause Dwight Eisenhower 
to ask himself why he should be trying to run 
a party Administration on party lines, why he 
should consent to front for the G.O.P., why he 


should identify his own cause with that of a. 


party which, on this major test of constitutional 
and foreign policy, repudiated his leadership by 
more than two to one. 

The George revision of the Bricker amend- 
ment, on which the showdown came, was cal- 
culated to make the strongest appeal to Sen- 
ators of both parties. It was a compromise only 
in the sense that it proposed a somewhat less 
drastic curtailment of presidential power in the 
conduct of foreign policy than did the original. 
Those who supported it were fighting both 
President Eisenhower and the presidency, and 
there is no getting away from it. 

And what was the record? Thirty-two Repub- 
licans against the President, 14 for him; 28 
Democrats against him, 16 for him. 

Plainly, Senator Knowland’s last-minute switch 
to support an amendment he had previously op- 
posed was intended to put it over in one quick 
betrayal of the President. Only the last-minute 
arrival of Democratic Senator Kilgore spoiled 
the game. 

The outcome shows President Eisenhower that 
his leadership of the Republican party is re- 
spected by somewhat less than one third of its, 
Senators. By and large, this is the group which 
supported his nomination in the first place— 
men like Ives of New York, Saltonstall of Massa- 
chusetts, Aiken of Vermont, Duff of Pennsyl- 
vania. It is predominantly an Eastern group. 

What of the Republican majority which de- 
clined to follow the President? It includes, first 
of all, the McCarthy bloc of a dozen or so Sen- 
ators who showed their hostility to Mr. Eisen- 
hower early in his Administration when they 
fought his nomination of Charles E. Bohlen as 
Ambassador to Russia—such Senators as Jenner, 
Dworshak, Welker, Mundt and Dirksen, the 
G.O.P. “primitives.” 

In addition, the President lost almost the en- 
tire Middle- and Far Western wings of his 
party—from Capehart and Potter to Griswold 
and Kuchel, from Langer and Hickenlooper to 
Watkins and Young. 

Judging by this and other votes during the 
Bricker amendment controversy, the bitter truth 
seems to be that on issues of foreign policy and 
constitutional interpretation John Bricker, rather 
than Dwight Eisenhower, comes the closest to 
expressing the essential spirit of the Republiean 
party. 

The President’s and the nation’s thanks go 
to the 31 Senators who fought the good fight 
for a strong Executive and a strong American

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Law as She Is Spoke 


Congressman Leo William O’Brien of New 
York wants the House of Representatives to 
study how to draft legislation in understandable 
English, He wants a special committee ap- 
pointed for the purpose. “The committee,” he 
says, “would be composed of 15 members—of 
whom not more than five shall be lawyers in 
private life.” As a former newspaper man, Mr. 
O'Brien says the committee’s work could make 
a reporter’s job “more easy.” 

No doubt Representative O’Brien means “eas- 
ier.” “More easy” is the sort of locution you 
could expect to run into in a piece of legislation, 
probably followed by “the public welfare re- 
quiring it.” It also seems like Mr. O’Brien has 
fallen into legislative English himself with that 
“shall” in “of whom not more than five shall” 
etc. Why not just a committee of—as opposed 
to “composed of” — 15 members, not more 
than five of them lawyers? 

And just what does he mean by “lawyers in 
private life’? It doesn’t take an Ellis Parker 
Butler or a Gertrude Stein to affirm that a law- 
yer is a lawyer, and if a lawyer is a lawyer 
in any kind of life, what is he in private life? 
A plumber? Perhaps. Representative O’Brien 
means “in private practice.’”’ Or maybe he means 
“in non-committee life’—that is, when not serv- 
ing on the House committee he is proposing. 

“In private life.” That is the kind of language 
that sets courts and lawyers pottering back after 
legislative intent, and if Mr. O’Brien thinks leg- 
islative English is puzzling he ought to have a 
good look at legislative intent sometime. May- 
be what Mr. O’Brien should really do is back 
up a little, and ask for a committee on how 
to propose, in understandable English, a study 
of how to draft legislation in same.

They have been chided for mistaking 
the economic portents—for interpreting as a 
recession what the Administration clearly per- 
ceives as a state of continued prosperity. But 
Senator Ferguson goes a step further. Not only 
does he enroll himself on the side of those 
prophets who see only sunny times ahead, but 
he suggests that anybody who disagrees with 
him is at one and the same time a prey to error 
and the active cause of the economic downturn. 

“I don’t think there is going to be any reces- 
sion,” says Senator Ferguson, “but I must say 
the propaganda for it is much more effective 
than I had anticipated it would he. All this 
talk is persuading some people not to buy.” 

That the economic state of the union should 
be discussed with restraint and a sense of re- 
sponsibility everybody can agree. But it ought 
also to be discussed with good sense.

Behind the Peress Case 
The drama of Secretary of the Army Stevens 
and Senator McCarthy has tended to obscure 
the case which started their engagement. This 
was the case of Maj. Irving Peress, which illus- 
trates important points at issue. 


Senator McCarthy had called Maj. Peress, an © 


honorably discharged New York dentist, a “Fifth 
Amendment Communist.” But in his Feb, 16 
letter to McCarthy, Secretary Stevens said the 
Army did not have “available facts on which 
sound charges could be placed’’ against Peress 
~-“except the refusal of the officer to answer 
questions.” This, in the Army's view, was not 
sufficient evidence for court martial. . 

Moreover, Secretary Stevens had a precedent 
behind him. In 1953 Lt. Sheppard C. Thierman, 
a medical officer who had won commendation 
in Korea, was awaiting discharge when he was 
called before the Senate Internal Security sub- 
committee. He told the committee he had been 
commissioned despite his refusal to answer 
questions about Communist affiliations. He again 
refused to answer such questions. 

The Senate committee then asked the Army 
to bring charges against Lt. Thierman. But in 
August a court martial acquitted the officer of 
charges of perjury and of obtaining his com- 
mission by concealing Communist membership. 
The court’s law officer warned members of the 
court that they were not sitting as avengers in 
a struggle against Communism, “but you must 
be impartial and decide upon the evidence.” 

The point here was that the Army, following 
traditional rules of evidence, could not accept 
an officer’s refusal to testify before a Senate 
group as justifying his conviction. 

Aside from that, Secretary Stevens admitted 
“there were defects in the Army procedure for 
handling men called to duty under the Doctors 
Draft Act.” He promised corrective measures. 
Thus the investigative power of Congress can 
be used to shed light on such defects and spur 
action. To repeat what we have said before 
about the McCarthy-Stevens battle, the public is 
entitled to know all the facts. If mistakes have 
been made let them come into full view. 

True as all this is, there was not the slightest 
justification for a headline-hunting Senator to 
use the Peress case as an excuse to launch an 
unprecedented attack on the integrity of the 
loyal officer who commanded the camp where 
Peress happened to be discharged, or to invade 
the executive responsibility for the United States 
Army under Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
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Wise and Timely 

The Board of Aldermen’s action in transfer- 
ring operation of the St. Louis dog pound to the 
Health Division is as sensible as it is timely. It 
is sensible because it gives the Health Division 
an essential tool for meeting its responsibility 
for control and eradication of rabies, It is time- 
ly because, with Southeast Missouri experiencing 
an outbreak of the disease, St. Louis ought to 
be prepared to move instantly if there should 
be a serious outbreak here. Control of the dog 
pound by the Health Divisiom is an assurance

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Present Fact vs. Old Hope 

United States lawyers may look askance at 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer’s latest step to 
bring West German troops into the proposed 
European army. But whatever may be said of 
his method, West Germany’s all but complete 
sovereignty implies the right of defense. 

A major obstacle has been the prohibition of 
armament in the postwar Bonn constitution. 
Adenauer’s political opponents are using this 
to challenge in the Supreme Court last May’s 
parliamentary approval of participation in the 
EDC army. The Bundestag, the lower chamber 
of the West German parliament, has now ap- 
proved two constitutional changes which would 
remove the basis for the court action. The vote 
was 334 to 144, or 15 more than the required 
two-thirds majority, and a similar result is ex- 
pected. in the Bundesrat, the upper chamber. 
That would permit Bonn to raise 500,000 men. 
It would also sanction conscription. 

It may not be in conformity with Anglo-Saxon 
legal concepts that a government, having been 
challenged on constitutional grounds, should be 
able to overcome this difficulty by changing the 
constitution while the case is before the courts. 
But the heart of the problem lies in an un- 
realistic constitutional provision. 

However high hopes for a long era of 
peace may have been when World War II 
ended, subsequently international developments 
have shown that it is too much to expect one 
or two major powers to remain disarmed in a 
world bristling with A-bombs and H-bombs. 

The only practical way to cut down the risks 
inherent in putting Germans back into uniform 
is the EDC formula for making them members 
of an international rather than a national army. 
Molotov has done his best to show that this is a 
weak safeguard, especially for France. The an- 
swer to him, however, is not for the Germans 
to remain disarmed in the face of the Red army, 
but rather for them, the French and the other 
West European nations to do all they can to 
make sure that a military force raised as a de- 
fense against totalitarian aggression shall not 
disintegrate into separate armies pitted by one 
Western government against another. 
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Secretary Benson Passes By 

Secretary Benson is taking the same attitude 
toward reseeding drouth-stricken pastures that 
he took earlier toward drouth-starving cattle. 
And that is, to do nothing until pressed into it, 
and then to do as little as possible. He has 
turned down requests for a pasture-restoration 
program on grounds that it would cost too much. 

Self-help is a fine ideal, but so is willingness 
to help one’s neighbor when he is down. Both 
have been indispensable to making this country 
what it is. The response of Americans tradition- 
ally, to the victims of natural disasters the 
world over, has been neither grudging nor 
pinched. 

It 1s as true of seed as it was of feed that 
the cost of doing what is necessary to be done 
will be far less than the cost of defaulting on it. 

The drouth states have been visited by a 
natural calamity which calls for the combined 
effort of the 48 states to pull them out. 

The dust storms, reminiscent of the black 
tornadoes of the '30s, which are now wracking 
the West, are evidence that the disaster is still 
piling up. 

Measures of relief and rehabilitation equal in 
scope are going to be called for,

What to Do About Traffic 


” The Mirror

Goal should be to persuade more people to use transit facili- 
ties, says head of St. Louis Public Service Co.; adoption of 
master traffic plan, perimeter parking and reserved lane for 
busses on expressways cited as steps to end city “nightmare.”

Believe me, traffic congestion in many 
cities today is a bad dream .. . a night- 
mare. But too many people shut their 
eyes and pull the covers over their 
heads at night—hoping that somehow 
the problem will work itself out. Actu- 
ally, there is a great deal you can do. 


At the top of the list is the need for 
the adoption of some sort of master 
traffic plan. There are now many 
models for such a plan. Philadelphia 
was the first large 
city to start the ball 
rolling with its new 
downtown curb 
parking regulations. 
Reports show that 
traffic flow in Phil- 
adelphia was speed- 
ed up over 25 per 
cent almost imme- 
diately after the 
adoption of the 
plan, 

St. Louis, under 
the leadership of 
our Chamber of 
Commerce, fol- 
lowed suit early 
last year. The plan called for the com- 
plete, daytime elimination of curb park- 
ing on all main traffic arteries during 
rush hours and provided for the estab- 
lishment of additional one-way streets 
in the downtown section, the expansion 
of the electric signal system, and the 
progressive elimination of the 
boy” of traffic tangles—the left turn.

Street Parking as a Privilege 


From the standpoint of the transit 
rider, the Master Traffic Plan has been 
very beneficial. On main arteries 
we have been able to speed up our 
operations and thus provide a more at- 
tractive ride. 

In crusading for a master traffic plan 
in your city, you must establish the fact 
that street parking is not a right, but a 
privilege to be extended only when a 
street is not needed for moving vehicles. 

Along with planning for the better 


flow of traffic, we must take a new and 
realistic look at the parking problem. 
If nal parking facilities 


are needed, they should be established 
at locations on the perimeter of the 
downtown section, not in the area itself. 


Discouraging Downtown Driving 


Wilbur Smith of the Bureau of High 
Traffic at Yale University recently 
pointed out that “some cities are at- 
tempting to provide parking lots on 
very valuable land right in the center 
of the business area... . The downtown 
parking lot only adds more vehicles to 
the traffic jam on the city streets dur- 
ing morning and evening rush hours. 
Every form of downtown private car 
driving and parking should be discour- 
aged in every possible way.” 

Also, the provision of additional large- 
scale parking accommodations within 
the central business district presents a 
staggering economic problem. 

The new Grant Park facility in Chi- 
cago, which is expected to open late 
this year, is a good example. It will 
occupy a three-block stretch along 
Michigan boulevard and will comprise 
two underground levels and a mezza- 
nine. The estimated cost, $8,300,000.

In my opinion, is a frightful and 
unrealistic price to pay for a facility 
that will simply generate congestion. 

On the other hand, the expansion of 
parking facilities on the outer fringes 
of the downtown area can be under- 
taken at far less cost and less interfer- 
ence with the flow of traffic. 


This opens the subject of park-ride or 


perimeter parking plans which in the 


“bad - 


opinion of many traffic experts, offer 
a partial solution of the traffic problem. 
The park-ride experiment which we are 
conducting in St. Louis provides a good 
example of this idea in action. It is 
the first full-scale test of this plan using 
special express busses. 


As a result of an intensive promotion- 
al campaign along with excellént news- 
paper support, patronage has grown 
from a beginning of about 100 autos and 
130 passengers on the first day to over 
500 cars and 700 daily passengers, and 
it is showing a continuing growth pat- 
tern. We have been amazed at the re- 
sponsive note which the park-ride idea 
has struck in the community. 


Crux of Park and Ride 


It is our belief that the support of 
this sort of program must include some 
form of subsidy by sources other than 
the transit company in order to keep 
the cost to the customer at an attractive 
level. Either the city government or an 
organization of downtown merchants 
and business men must join with the 
transit company to provide the parking 
areas free or at very small ¢ost. The 
total cost for both parking and trans- 
portation must be kept within com- 
petitive reach of what the customer 
now pays for parking downtown. 


It is a pretty safe bet that the long- 
range plans under study in your com- 
munity include proposals for super- 
highways or expressways. Here is an- 
other opportunity for you to help guide 
the thinking of your local business and 
civic groups in making sure that the 
maximum benefit can be derived from 
such plans. 

It is easy to demonstrate that express- 
ways used by both private motor ve- 
hicles and transit vehicles can carry 
more people than such facilities planned 
for automobiles alone. It seems ob- 
vious to us that since the cost of these 


,new highspeed arteries must be borne 


by all taxpayers, their benefits should 
be shared by all. 

Simply permitting busses to use the 
expressways is not enough, in my opin- 
ion, the facility should provide for a 
segregation of mass transit vehicles and 
other traffic . . . at least during the 
peak periods. We have urged consid- 
eration of a one-lane, reserved center 
strip for use by express busses, 

Expressway plans should also include 
provisions for sizable parking areas 
along the route, sometimes referred to 
as “park-ports,” as a means of establish- 
ing a form of park-ride operation utiliz- 
ing the rapid transit feature of the 
expressway. 

In conclusion, I should like to enlist 
your support in a co-operative educa- 
tional program designed to promote a 
greater use of mass transportation. 

To over-simplify the solution, all we 
need is to BP gow ys ple to make 
more general and regular use of transit 
facilities—much more general and much 
more regular. ’

In a Hard, Wild Time 


THE NIGHT OF THE HUNTER, by Davis Grubb. 

(Harper, $3.)

Davis Grubb’s first novel has the 
poignant, haunting quality of a folk 
song in a minor key. “The Night of the 
Hunter” is actually a folk tale of the 
lowlands by the Ohio river in West Vir- 
ginia, of folk enduring as they can the 
depths of the great depression. 

The tale begins with the hanging of 
Ben Harper, who stole to feed his fam- 
ily, who murdered to steal, The young- 
est child, Pearl, is too young to realize 
what has happened to her father—she 
merely hugs her 
doll. But John, at 
9, bears the re- 
sponsibility of pre- 
serving the legacy, 
$10,000, given not 
to Willa, his 
mother, but to him, 
to keep for his fu- 
ture and Pearl’s.

Army Day Messages Pay 
Tribute to Party Lead- 
ership of Armed 
Forces and to Stalin.

NEW YORK, Feb. 27 (AP)— 
A parade of top Soviet general 
officers this week paid glowing 
tribute in the Moscow press to 
the leadership of the armed 
forces by the Communist party 
—and Stalin. 

The tributes, coming on the 
Soviet Army Day last Tuesday, 
laid such heavy stress on party 
devotion that they suggest an 
internal necessity to impress the 
point on, armed forces, party 
and public. 

The mentions of Stalin had 
just a hint of the unabashed ex- 
travagance which attended use 
of his name in the press during 
his lifetime, an indication that 
Stalinism still reigns in Moscow, 
although the leader’s glory has 
Yeen somewhat dimmed in 
death. 

Seem Inspired, 

The stream of laudatory ar- 
ticles gives the impression that 
the party’s present rulers have 
reached some sort of under- 
standing with the armed forces. 
The articles read almost as if all 
had been dictated by the same 
source, as if in the discharging 
of an obligation. 

If the party has the armed 
forces safely under control, the 
Kremlin power struggle likely 
is over, at least for the time 
being. The struggle reached a 
climax last July with the arrest 
of Lavrenty P. Beria. As head 
of the interior ministry, he 
bossed a private army for which 
the regular army officers had 
no love. 

Col. Gen. A. S. Zheltov, chief 
of the political administration of 
the armed forces, wrote the 
essay in Pravda. 

The Government paper, Izves- 
tia, carried articles by Marshal 
Vasily D. Sokolovsky, chief of 
staff of the armed forces, and 
the top navy man, Adm. N. G. 
Kuznetsov. Komsomolskaya 
Pravda, the young Communist 
paper, had an article by Adm. 
S. Zakharov, and the trade un- 
ion newspaper Trud had one by 
Lt. Gen. V. Vorobiev. 

Tributes to Stalin. 

Zheltov is the man who elicit- 
ed from top Soviet generals last 
spring, after Stalin’s death, an 


oath of allegiance to the Com- 


munist party. His Pravda ar- 
ticle said all Soviet victories 
were due to the “wise leader- 
ship of the Communist party, 
which is their organizer, leader 
and trainer.” He paid tribute to 
Stalin as having changed the 
Soviet Union from an agrarian 
to a mighty industrial nation. 
The article also laid heavy stress 
in the need for Communist ideo- 
logical training and discipline in 
the ranks. 

Marshal Sokolovsky asserted 
the armed forces must be trained 
in the spirit of “unbreakable fi- 
delity to their oath” plus “the 
spirit of boundless love and de- 
votion to the motherland and 
the Communist party.” 

Adm. Kuznetzov wrote of the 
“great and wise leadership of 
the Communist party.” Like 
Sokolovsky, he spoke of the vic- 
tory in World War II “under 
the leadership of the Communist 
party and its central committee 
headed by Comrade Stalin.” His 
article was studdéd with trib- 
utes to the party.

had been only a 6-5 favorite in 
the afternoon. 


“Any evil talk about Pep is 
a slur on a once great fighter 
who took a fearful beating,” said 
Christenberry. “You can’t beat 
youth. It speaks for itself.” 
Although the sad-eyed, 31- 
year-old Pep said he didn’t plan 
to hang up his gloves, Dr. Vin- 
cent Nardiello said “he’s through 
as far as I’m concerned.”

PHONY ADDRESSES 
USED IN GETTING 
AUTO LICENSES 


CLEVELAND, Feb. 27 (AP)— 
A Cleveland News reporter, who 
wrote about the ease with which 
motorists using phony addresses 
may obtain automobile licenses, 
has no driver's license himselt 
today. 

The license of John E. Depke 
was revoked after his published 
stories said he had obtained 
temporary instrutcion permits 
using addresses of a cemetery, 
the county morgue and the 
county jail—all with fictitious 
names. He said he got an oper- 
ator’s license in his own name 
and with a phony address. 

He quoted the state registrar 
of motor vehicles in Columbus, 
R. E. Foley, as saying the revo- 
cation action was taken because 
he used a fictitious address in 
obtaining a license. 

Depke reported that Foley 
said the stories had made him 
“the laughing stock of the state,” 
and that the reporter “won't 
able to get a new license until 
the whole thing is straightened 

out.” 

The reporter said he began 
his series of articles after police 
disclosed that 2757 motorists ar- 
rested for traffic violations in 
1953 failed to appear in court 
and warrant-serving officers 
could not locate them at addres- 
ses given on their drivers’ li- 
censes. 

Following publication of the 
stories, Depke said, he surren- 
dered all the licenses he had 
bearing fictitious addresses.

Head of United Electrical Work- 
ers Claims Privilege. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP) 
—Albert J. Fitzgerald yesterday 
refused to tell Senate investi- 


gators whether officials of the 
United Electrical Workers union 
had ever been members of the 
Communist party. 

Fitzgerald 4 AP of the 
U.E., which the CIO says it 
ousted on grounds it was Com- 
munist dominated. 

Fiezgerald denied that his un- 
ion had been “kicked out” of 
the CIO. He said it had with- 
drawn on its own initiative. 

Senator Welker (Rep.), Idaho, 
a member of the special internal 
security subcommittee before 
which Fitzgerald appeared, asked 
whether the U.E. had brought 
charges against the CIO for 
“smearing your union.” 

The phrase, “Communist dom- 
ination,” would appear to be 
“very actionable,” Welker said. 

Fitzgerald replied that on ad- 
vice of counsel, the U.E. had de- 
cided there was “no ... basis 
for a suit there.” 

At one point of the hearing, 
Senator Eastland (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi, asked Fitzgerald wheth- 
er “the officers of the U.E. (had) 
ever been members of the Com- 
munist party?”

DEDUCTION PROPOSED 


_| Williams and Aiken for Re- . 


ducing Tax Allowance to 
15 Pct. of Income. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP) 
—Senators Williams (Rep,), Dela- 
ware and Aiken (Rep.), Ver- 
mont, have proposed cutting the 
present depletion allowance for 
tax purposes on oil and gas 
holdings from 2714 per cent to 
15 per cent. 

The two Senators have also 
proposed making it mandatory 
for the government to lease all 
public lands by competitive bid- 
ing, rather than under the 
present procedure of noncom- 
petitive awards. 

Both proposals have been 
combined into one amendment, 
which was introduced in the 
Senate Tuesday as an addition 
to the tax bill when it reaches 
the Senate from the House. 

Williams explained that the 
proposed amendment would 
amend the internal revenue code 
“in order to reduce the de- 
duction allewed for depletion of 
oil and gas well from 27% per 
cent of the gross income from 
the property during the tax- 
able year to 15 per cent. 

Depletion allowances are sup- 
posed to reimburse mine and oil 
well owners at least in part for 
the loss of an irreplacable re- 
source under their lands or 
leases. The operator is alllowed 
to deduct the specified percen- 
tage of the income from his 
property year after year, even 
when the full cost of the project 
has been recovered. 

The Senator said the cut 
would not be retroactive but 
would be applicable “with re-

The nation-wide estimate was 
based on redevelopment projects 
authorized or under way in 52 
slum areas in 32 cities, includ- 
ing one project in St. Louis— 
clearance and development of

“wate utilities against idle ca- 
pacity earmarked for defense 
contingencies, and of reducing 
the risks, to investors rising 
from overexpansion for non-de- 
fense requirements, Clapp de- 
clared. 

Suggesting governmental guar- 
antees against losses from sur- 
pluses, he said, “such a guar- 
antee, operating in accord with 
insurance principles, would cost 
the Government nothing if sur- 
pluses did not actually occur.” 

Another possibility, he con- 
tinued, is for the Federal Gov- 
ernment to subscribe capital to 
the utilities in the form of sec- 
ond-preference stock without 
voting mghts. 

Spur to Private Investment. 

This preferred stock, Clapp 
explained, would have a fixed 
yield lower than required for 
private -investment but high 
enough to cover the cost of 
money to the Government and 
a reserve for possible losses. He 
expressed the opinion that such 
an arrangement would help en- 
courage more private invest- 
ment for expanding power Ca- 
pacity. 

Similar arrangements already 
are in effect in other phases of 


two in Kansas City, Cole said. 

The estimate applies only to 
privately-sponsored slum clear- 
ance and development programs, 
for which federal loans or 
grants are available to acquire 
and clear sites, and not to low- 
income public housing projects 
financed in whole or part by 
the Government, a spokesman

How Work is Divided. 

Included in the total are pri- 
vately-built housing projects 
costing $271,300,000; commercial 
construction, $53,500,000; publi 
and semi-public construction, 
$107,700,000, and site improve- 
ments, $16,700,000, the spokes- 
man said. 

He estimated the housing to- 
tal would include private proj- 
ects costing $257,700,000 and 
public housing costing $13,600,- 
000. Estimates for public and 
semi-public construction include 
parks, streets, playgrounds, 
schools and hospitals within 
housing projects or adjacent to 
them, he explained. 

Cole said the 52 areas for 
which federal loans or grants 
were approved last year repre- 
sented about one-third of the 
154 slum areas for which clear- 
ance and development is being 
planned. 

Actual redevelopment is un- 
derway in nine projects in seven 
cities, and tenants have begun 
moving into projetts in Salti- 
more, Chicago, Little Rock, Nor- 
folk, Va., and Philadelphia, Cole 
said.

Construction of 1350 apart- 
ments, at an estimated cost of 
$20,000,000, will be undertaken 
in the Plaza area by the private 
Urban Redevelopment Corp. 
after the land is acquired’ and 
cleared by the land clearance for 
redevelopment authority, a mu- 
nicipal agency.

“Approvals for preliminary plan- 
ning and survey vities aimed 
at identifying the initial local 
project were in effect in an ad- 
ditional 71 localities.” 

Under the Federal Housing 
Act of 1949, local agencies may 
begin acquiring land in slum 
areas for clearance and re- 
development with assurance of 
federal assistance for financing 
interim planning costs and meet- 
ing a part of net costs. 

Of the 53 projects for which 
federal aid was approved, capital 
grants totaled $105,000,000 and 
loans, $104,100,000, Cole said.

ITH the advent of CinemaScope fears were voiced 

that this might mean the end of the intimate screen

OOD eating is necessary for 
good health. Good eating 
means more than satisfying 
the demands of hunger—it 
means the right selection of 
food as well. 

An adequate daily diet for 
every member of the family 
should include milk (three to 
four cups for children and two 
to three cups for adults) and 
milk products; whole grain cer- 
eals and bread, with butter or 
margarine, one serving of a dark 
green or deep yellow vegetable: 
one serving of citrus fruit 
(grapefruit, orange or tomato): 
at least two servings of either 
potatoes or other vegetables or 
fruit; one or two servings of 
meat, fish or poultry; with not 
less than three or four eggs a 
week.

As is almost always the case, 
there were faults on both sides, 
but it appears to this reporter 
that South had the better of 
the argument. North, with every 
reason to be alarmed by the 
sound and rhythm of the bid- 
ding, should have “quit” while 
the quitting was good. As a 
matter of fact, North might well 
have doubled the two-spade bid 
to imply his alarm. 


Fix It Yourself

Replacing Steam Radiator Alr 
Valves. 
E seem to remember hav- 
W ing said from time to time 
that the purpose of that 
little air valve on a steam ra- 
diator is to allow the air to 
escape from the radiator so that 
the radiator can fill up with 
steam. 

If the valve is in good work- 
ing order, the minute all the air 
is out of the radiator and the 
steam starts coming in, the 
valve closes, so that the steam 
won't escape into the room, to 
damage draperies, upholstery 
and what-not. In time, of course, 
these valves wear out or go on 
the blink and then they have 
to be replaced. This is not as 
difficult a job as you might 
think. 

You can get new air valves at 
hardware and plumbing and 
heating stores. Some are very 
cheap and others are somewhat 
expensive. As is the case with 
most articles, the more expen- 
sive ones will last a lot longer 
than the cheaper ones. 

To remove the old air valve 
simply turn off the radiator 
shut-off valve to be sure that the 
boiler is not sending up steam 
and simply unscrew it from the 
radiator. 

If the radiator has been 
painted several times, the joint 
between valve and radiator may 
be a little tight and loosening 
the valve may require a few 
sharp taps from the hand. Be 
careful about using a heavy 
wrench to loosen the valve, be- 
cause the threated portion that 
fits into the radiator is rather 
thin and can easily be broken 


off. 

Once the old valve is out of 
the way, screw the new one in 
place. Don’t coat the threads 
with oil, because oil is bad for 
the valve mechanism,
